Young musicians awarded scholarships 


CHILDREN from across London 
were awarded scholarships by the 
Mayor’s Fund for Young 
Musicians last Friday. 

Gascoigne Primary pupil Daniel 
Batricevic, who plays the trom¬ 
bone, and flautist Maria 


Dimitrova, from Ripple Primary, 
both came through the Barking 
and Dagenham Community 
Music Service to achieve the 
scholarship. 

MFYM chief executive, Ginny 
Greenwood, said: “These talented 


children, who would have to stop 
learning without external finan¬ 
cial support, will now receive 
four years of instrumental tuition 
both at school and at Saturday 
morning music centre, as well as 
the opportunity to perform at and 


attend concerts. 

“Our ambition is to raise 
enough money every year to fund 
at least 150 four-year scholar¬ 
ships so that by 2016 some 600 
children will be benefitting from 
the scheme.” 


IMMIGRATION RAIDS 
SEE NINE ARRESTED 


NINE people have been arrested for alleged 
immigration offences following raids on two 
businesses in Barking and Ilford. 

Three Pakistani nationals - all men aged 56,24 
and 23 - were detained during the Border 
Agency raid in Ley Street, Ilford, last 
Wednesday. 

Two were alleged to be in the country illegally 
after overstaying their visas, the other is believed 
to have entered the country illegally. 

Officers from the Border Agency then visited 
Kamros Cash N Carry, at Fir House, in Creek 
Road, Barking, the following day where they 
found six people allegedly working illegally. 

Four Pakistani men aged 23,28, 30 and 56, one 


Nigerian woman aged 25, and a 29-year-old 
Indian man were all found to be in the UK ille¬ 
gally having over-stayed their visas. 

All nine people were detained and now face 
removal from the UK. 

Both businesses could be fined up to £10,000 
per illegal worker unless they can prove to the 
UK Border Agency that the correct right-to-work 
checks were carried out on their employees. 

Assistant director Steve Fisher, from the UK 
Border Agency, said: “These operations were 
extremely successful and I hope action like this 
sends out the message that we will not tolerate 
illegal working. 

“Employers who take on illegal workers are 


both fuelling illegal immigration and damaging 
the majority of legitimate east London business¬ 
es who play by the rules. 

“This is why we have the power to hit those 
who break the law with heavy fines and more 
operations like this are planned.”

Garage fined £4,000 for unsafe equipment 


A GARAGE in Barking has been 
fined after allowing its workers to 
continue using unsafe electrical 
equipment for car repairs. 

The Health and Safety Executive 
(HSE) banned M&K Autos Ltd 
from using a two-post vehicle hoist 
at premises on the Barking 
Industrial Estate in January 2011 
until repairs were made on exposed 
live cables and terminals. 

However, workers were not 


instructed to stop using the equip¬ 
ment, which put them at risk of 
electrocution. 

Westminster Magistrates’ Court 
heard last Wednesday that when a 
HSE inspector revisited the site in 
April he found the hoist was still in 
use and that no remedial work had 
been undertaken. 

M&K Autos Ltd, of the 
Rippleside Commercial Estate, in 
Ripple Road, Barking, pleaded 


guilty to breaching the require¬ 
ments of a prohibition notice 
served under Section 22 of the 
Health and Safety at Work etc. Act 
1974. The company was fined 
£4,000 and ordered to pay £2,000 
in costs. 

After the hearing, HSE Inspector 
Mohammed Tahir Mortuza said: 
“Live exposed terminals on the 
damaged vehicle hoist were just 
centimetres away from hand operat¬ 


ed controls, and it is extremely for¬ 
tunate that no one was injured or 
even killed. 

“The risks associated with elec¬ 
tricity are well known and docu¬ 
mented, and when equipment is 
prohibited for use by HSE it is for a 
good reason. By failing to comply, 
M&K Autos put their mechanics at 
risk of electrocution. HSE will 
always take action when such 
breaches occur.”

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Bishop of Botswana 
vicar role at Barking 


NEW ROLE: Bishop of 
Botswana, Rt Revd Dr 
Trevor Mwamba. 



THE BISHOP of Botswana has been 
tipped to Tight up the church in 
Barking’ from March next year. 

Rt Revd Dr Trevor Mwamba has 
been appointed as Rector of St 
Margaret’s Team Ministry and 
Barking St Patrick’s with Christ 
Church. 

The married father-of-three will 
also take over as Assistant Bishop in 
the Diocese of Chelmsford, which 
covers the London boroughs of 
Barking and Dagenham, Havering, 
Newham, Redbridge and Waltham 
Forest, as well as the county of Essex. 

He was welcomed to the role this 
week by the Bishop of Chelmsford, 
the Rt Revd Stephen Cottrell, with the 
pair being old college buddies. 

“Bishop Trevor and I were exact 
contemporaries at theological college 
in Oxford 31 years ago,” Bishop 
Cottrell said. 

“Little did we know we would both 
become bishops: me in England, 
Trevor in Botswana. Now we will be 
working together in Essex and East 
London. Barking is getting a man of 
rare wisdom, good humour and expe¬ 
rience. He will light up the church in 
Barking.” 

Bishop Mwamba was born in 
Mansa, Zambia, and has worked as 
mediator within the Province of 
Central Africa, focusing on conflict 
resolution. 

He received degrees in law from the 
University of Zambia and theology 
from the University of Oxford, and 
also holds an honorary doctorate from 
Yale University. 

He trained for the priesthood at 


Saint Stephen’s House, Oxford, and 
was ordained in 1984 at Saint Luke’s 
Chelsea in London and served his 
curacy in the Parish of All Saints, in 
Notting Hill, before returning to 
Zambia where he was priested in 


Ndola in 1985. 

After continuing to work in Africa, 
Bishop Mwamba returned to Oxford 
in 1996 as assistant chaplain at Keble 
College and assistant priest at 
Wolvercote, North Oxford while

studying for his research degree. 

On his return to Botswana in 1999 
he became a non-stipendiary priest 
and worked for five years as Head of 
Legal and Compliance, Corporate 
Affairs and Company Secretary at 
Standard Chartered Bank Botswana 
Limited. 

He was appointed Vicar General of 
the Diocese of Botswana in 2002. He 
was elected Bishop in December 

2004, and consecrated and enthroned 
as Bishop of Botswana in February 

2005. 

“With immense joy, humility and 
hope I approach my ministry at St 
Margaret’s, Barking, a parish which 
clearly reflects this multicultural and 
multi-ethnic dimension,” he said. “I 
look forward to connecting pastorally 
with the diversity of people found in 
Barking and enabling others to engage 
with the needs of the parish. As well 
as working with the Team ministry in 
developing a creative vision to carry 
forth God’s mission in Barking that 
remains sensitive both to the tradi¬ 
tions of the church and to changes in 
the surrounding community.” 

The Bishop of Barking, Rt Revd 
David Hawkins, added: “I am so 
delighted that Bishop Trevor has been 
called to serve the church in multi¬ 
cultural Barking at this time. 

“It is a great privilege for Barking 
and the Chelmsford Diocese to have 
someone from the African Continent 
of such distinction and international 
reputation. Bishop Trevor will be an 
important role model of leadership for 
many within the church and wider 
society of the Borough.”

A failed haphazard campaign

A CCORDING to a quote from presiden¬ 
tial candidate Ross Perot at the begin¬ 
ning of The Campaign, “War has rules, 
mud wrestling has rules... Politics has no 
rules.” 

Screenwriters Chris Henchy and Shawn 
Harwell adopt a similar no-rules approach to 
the haphazard plot of their comedy, vetoing 
plausibility in favour of garish caricatures, 
bad taste humour and profanity. 

Thus, the sleaziness of a married con¬ 
gressman is established by a scene of the 
politician romping with a pretty supporter in a 
pungent portable toilet, screaming at the top 
of his lungs to the workmen standing out¬ 
side, “If it’s a rockin’, don’t come a knockin’!” 

Incredibly, no one takes out a camera 
phone to record the illicit liaison then uploads 
the footage to a video-sharing website. 

This is a world in which Big Brother watch¬ 
es only when it suits the film-makers. 

The Campaign boasts some decent one- 
liners - “My heart is beating like a phone 
book in a dryer” - and a delightful sequence 
of a candidate attempting to recite the Lord’s 
Prayer prompted by mimes 
from his team. 

“Lead us not to The 
Temptations...” he burbles. 

But laughs are few and 
far between. 

The buffoon in question 
is self-serving congress¬ 
man Cam Brady (Will 
Ferrell), who has represent¬ 
ed the North California dis¬ 
trict of Hammond for four 
terms and is poised to be 
re-elected unopposed for a 
fifth stint. 

When Cam’s brazen promiscuity finally 
comes to the attention of voters, power bro-

Oily campaign manager 
Tim Wattley (Dylan 
McDermott) descends on 
Hammond to give Marty, 
his wife Mitzi (Sarah 
Baker) and their children 
(Grant Goodman, Kya 
Haywood) an extreme 
makeover. 

“I’m here to make you 
not suck,” growls Tim. 

As Marty begins to 
make inroads into Cam’s 
voting heartland, tension 
between the two camps 
intensifies and the back-stabbing escalates 
out of control. 


Like the political rivals at the heart of the 
action, The Campaign fails to deliver on its 
promises. 

Ferrell lacks his usual sparkle, while 
Galifianakis recycles his performance from 
the 2010 comedy Due Date, replete with 
canine sidekick. 

For every handful of gags that miss their 
target, the film delivers a chuckle, such as 
when Marty asks his loved ones for full dis¬ 
closure of their dark secrets so the family 
can start the campaign with a clean slate 
and his sons' initial mild transgressions (say¬ 
ing the Lord’s name in vain) rapidly degener¬ 
ate into dark and twisted perversions (per¬ 
forming an indecent act with a goat at a pet¬ 
ting zoo). 

Marty’s catchphrase pledge to clean up 
politics - “I'm bringing a broom, because it’s 
a mess!” - might also be aimed at Jay 
Roach's disjointed film.
